The river policemen, whose station is close 
by, and the city police from Champlain mar- 
ket were among che first to rush to the relief 
of the imprisoned, the wounded, and the 
dying sufferers. As soon as an idea 
was obtained of the extent of the 
disaster the whole force of municipal 
police was turned out to render assist- 
ance and Chief Vonl applied to B battery at 
the citadel for assistance. A strong force of 
the military under command of Maj. Wilson 
turned out to aid in the removal of the débris. 
Fire broke outalmost immediately in some of 
the ruins, but the brigade, when summoned. 
soon extinguished the flames and set to work 
E assist in the search for the dead and dy- 

ng.

It was atonce evident that considerable

At midnight most of the injured who had 
been rescued, all in fact who were in a con- 
dition to be moved, were taken to the hos- 
pital. 

Quebec is situated on the left bank of the St. 
Lawrence at its junction with the St. Charles. 
It lies at the northeast extremity of a narrow 
and elevated tableland, which for about eight 
miles forms the bank of the St. Lawrence. Cape 
Diamond, the extremity of the table land, is 333 
feet above the level of the river, to which it 


presents a nearly precipitoys face. The descent

a breadth of only 1.314 yards, but immediately 
below, at the confluence of the St. Charles, it 
spreads out into a broad basin more than 2,500 
yards wide, forming an excellent harbor. 

The lower town is built around the base of 
Cape Diamond, from which in many cases rock 
has been cut away to make room for the houses. 
On the side of the St. Charles the water at flood 
tide formerly washed the foot of the rock, but 
wharves were projected and solid foundations 
made for streets. The banks of both rivers are 
lined with warehouses.

CITY CONTROL OF GAS. 


SOME OF THE MANY PROBLEMS EM- 
BODIED IN THIS PROJECT. 
4 
Has the Munivipality the Legal Right to 
Manufacture and Sell the Article?—Fi- 
nancial Difficulties That Beset the 
Question—Pilaces in Which the Pian Is 
Successfully ;Operated—Probable Cost 
of @ Perfdct Plant—Opinions of Well 


‘Informed Men on the Subject. 

Shall the city operate a gas plant? 

The question whenever asked is met, Yan- 
kee like, with a dozen others. 

Has the city legally any power to do ic? 
Would it be desirable? What would be the 
saving to congumers? Would not the effect 
of having it “in politics” be bad, though 
every one admits that the whole thing has 
always been in politics? What would it cost? 


‘And last and hardest of all, Where would 


the money come from?! 

Numbers of aldermen are enthusiastically 
in favor of the plan. The mayor sees in it a 
hope for cheaper gas and a relief from arro- 
gant monopoly, The people feel that they 
have long suffered and would welcome with 
delight any plan which would offer relief. 

Chicago is paying $3,500,000 each year for 
its gas supply. If it is paying twice or more 
than twice the'sum for light than it should 
pay—and many well informed people firmly 
believe it is—then there is a splendid oppor. 
tunity for a change. ; 

The saving of $1,750,000 a year to the peo- 
ple is something worth striving for. 

But the mor enthusiastic advocates of city 
control see something more than that saving. 
They propose that the city shali not only 
make illuminating gas, but fuel gas aiso, and 
they see a cheap and convenient fuel and a 
smokeless city, : 

3 THE LEGAL PHASE. 

“It is my opinion,” said Corporation Coun- 
sel Hutchinson, that it is not withyn the 
power of the city to manufacture gas. The 
charter does not authorize it to do anything 
ot the kind. The furnishing of water isa 
different thing. The charter specifically au- 
thorizes the city to do that.” : 

“But is not the city doing practically the 
same thing ds manufacturing gas when it 
furnishes electric lights!“ 

„Wh, yes, I suppose itis. The charter 
gives the city the right to light its streets. 
It probably is to be inferred from that that 
it can light its streets in any way it chooses. 
So tar as lighting the streets is concerned I 
don’t know but what the city would have the 
right to manufacture gas. But I do not be- 
lieve it could go into the business of selling

„Will you $0 report to the council under 
the resolution ordering you to draw an ordi- 
nance providing for a city gas plant!“ 

„Well, I haye not looked into the matter 
fully yet. I may find something which will 
change my views, but as I see it now I do 
not think the ¢ity can go into the gas busi- 
ness. | 

“This question was thoroughly canvassed 
under Mr. Roghe’s administration,” said ex- 
Corporauon Counsel Greene. 8 mito 
the legal phase of it fuily. I not onl¥ looked 
it up myself. but I got opinions froma num- 
ber of the leading lawyers of the city. Ouf 
opinion was that there can be no kind of 
doubt but what the city may legally manu- 
facture gas. We all agreed to that. The 
charter, to be sure, does not specifically au- 
thorize it to do so. The charter says, how- 
ever, that the city may provide for lighting 
the streets. Under that clause certainly no 
one ean doubt the power of the city to manu- 
tacture gas for itsown use. When it comes 
to the question of the power to manufacture 
gas to sell it ig the which will re. 


quire u decision of the supreme court before 


the point would be fully established. But in 
the light of afijudicated cases I believe there 
is no doubt whatever but what the decision 
would be favorable to the city. The supreme 
court has always taken a broad view in such 
cases. ö 

Mr. Greene had at his hand decision after 
decision bearing on these points. Among 
them were Garrison vs. The City of Chicago, 
Prince vs. Quincy, Flannigan vs. East St. 
Louis, and a dozen others. 

FINANCIAL PROBLEMS. 

“Tt is not a question of whether the city 
can legaliy go into the business of manufact- 
uring gas, but where itisto get the money 
todoit. That was the snag which we never 
could get around. We cannot borrow more 
money without a constitutional amendment. 
Our charter was made for a boy, and natur- 
ally it doesn’t fit a fuilgrown man. I think 


there is no ohe conversant with city affairs 


who does not fully realize that the present 
It is 
cramping thé city’s progress and interfering 
with improvements which the age demands. 
But after all think what a change in the con- 
stitution means! It means that in order to 
embody one { idea there would have to 
be a hundred other schemes tacked on to it. 


However desirable a city ownership of the 


gas supply may be it seems to me that no one 
could think U important enough to ask for a 
constitutional amendment.“ 

“If men were found to furnish the money 
to build works cou:d not the city lease 
them!“ 

„For only pne year at a time. There could 
be no agreement made for a longer period 
than that. There have been decisions enough 
on that point. 

„Then you see no possible way by which 
a municipal gas plant can be established!“ 

“IT donot. Much as I would lke to see 
such a thing I Go not believe it is at present 
possible. If we could have found any way 
there would have been something accom- 
plished towards that end long ago.“ 

WHERE THE PLAN HAS BEEN TRIED. 

So much for the legal power. But is ita 
desirable thingto do? There are not many 
examples in this country on which to base 
an opinion. Fhiladelphia is the most nota- 
ble one, and there it has not been a brilliant 
success. It was long handicapped by cor- 
rupt politicians, but its revord has been ex- 
cellent since it was taken from tne hands of 
a cumbersome board two years ago und put 
directly under the charge of the city. The 
city of Whedling, W. Va., bought a gas plant 
in 1871, and in nine years had paid for it out 
of the profits. It is now paying the city an 
annual profit of over 81 for each inhabitant, 
and the price has been reduced from $1.50 to 
90 cents. Richmond, Va, and Alex 
andria, Va, are also manufacturing 
gas, and the result is satisfactory. 
Europe shows any number of instances of 
successful operations of gas plants by the 
municipal authories. In Engiand it has 
come to be considered so desirable a thing 
that the “towns improvement act” was 
passed, giving compulsory powers to pur- 
chase the property of gas companies if con- 
sidered for the benefit of the public. In En- 
gland alone were are some two hundred 
towns owning plants. According to Prof. 
James, who has carefully investigated the 
matter, there is not oue instance in which 
the’ municipalization of the gas business has 
not been followed by more satisfactory re- 
sults than were ever attained with private 
corporations. In Germany over 75 per cent 
of the gas is manufactured by the municipal 
authorities. 

The price under municipal management 
shows that the management has deen suc- 
cessful. In Manchester, England, gas is sold 
at 64 cents, and then yields to the city a 
handsome profit which goes toward the re- 
duction of taxes. In Leeds the city supplies 
the people with gas at44 cents. There are 
many towns in Scotland supplying it for less 
than 50 cent, and several as low as 25 cents. 
Belfast, Ireland, purchased a gas plant, bor- 
rowing money from the government. Citi- 
gens at that time were paying $1.20 per 
thousand. The. A now selling gas at 66 
ce nis, and out of the profits has met interest

| and sinking fund requirements aud mate ex-

chinery. And to do this. all coal had to be 

imported from England and Scotland, 
‘MAYOR CREG{ER’S VIEWS. 

“Shall the city go into the business of 
furnishing gas!” was asked of the mayor. 

“As to the general question of the advis- 
ability of a city controlling its gas supply,” 
he said, I see but one answer. The supply- 
ing of gas is about the same thing as supply- 
ing water. There is no one who doubts that 
acity-should supply its citizens with water. 
1 do not believe there is a single example of 
a private water company serving a city, 
either so well or so cheaply, as the city itself 
could. Whyis it not the same with gas 
works? I believe that i is. I believe that 
the mannfacturing of gas by this city would 
mean cheaper light. Cheaper light I am cer- 
tainly in favor of, and if the way to get it is 
for the city to control the gas business—and 
it looks as though it were—then that is what 
the city should do.”’ 

„And how s the city to do it!” 

“Ah, that’s the question. If it is to be 
done by borrowing money then it cannot he 
done, for we can borrow no more money. If 
it is to be done from a tax levy then it is im- 
possible, for we have hardly money enough 
now.” 

MR. ONAHAN’S SCHEME. 

“J should be strongly in favor of the city 
controlling the gas business, said Controller 
Onahan, it there is a way by which it could 
be brought about. Look ut the position we 
are now in. We are absolutely at the mercy 
of the gas trust. The city is paying $400,000 
a year for gas to light its streets. We are 
getting it for $1 a thousand, and when we 
try to get it for less we are laughed at. Not 
only that, but they go farther. They broadly 
intimate that the city is an orange out of 
which so much juice can be sucked, and they 
propose to have all there is in it. They flatly 
tell us that if we reduce the number of lamps 
too far by replacing them with electric lights 
they will raise the price of gas. No matter 
whether they supply a great number of street 
lamps or a small number they propose to get 
the same amount of money out of the city. 
And what are we going to do about it? 
What can we do about it!? If 
they choose at the first of next year to ad- 
vance the price of gas we cannot say, ‘Turn 
your gas off.’ The streets have got to be 
lighted.” 

“ Do you see any way by which the city 
could build a gas plant?“ 

It certainly cannot borrow money to do 
it. But it could do just what has been done 
in creating the park system and the drainage 
district. By an act ot the legisiature a new 
municipality could be made covering over 
the several that have been made. There 
could be a gas corpogation created. Such a 
corporation could tevy taxes and issue bonds 
and could go ahead and build gas plants and 


manufacture and sell gas. 


RESULTS OF COMPETITION. 
The history of the private gas companies 
in Chicago has been about the same as in 


every city. Charter after charter has been 


given away, each with the hope that it wouid 
bring cheaper gas. It was thought that com- 
petition was the remedy, but competition 
only meant war, and the people in tne long 
run hac to pay the expenses. In 1887 there 
were eight gas companies doing business 
here. Early in that year they were united 
under the gastrust. The capitalization un- 
der the trust is $15,000,000 of bonds and $25,- 
000,000 of stock, a total of $43,000,000. The 
trust controls a little over 700 miles of mains 
and supplies about 21,000 street lamps. 

The council last year had an elaborate esti- 
mate made of tue cost of a plant to supply 
the city. The commissioner of public works 
closed his report, whieh had been made up 
from complete and @uthoPitative data, as 


Jam r a blant can be 
erected in Chicago (exclusive of real estate) 
capable of an output equal to that of today 
for the sum of 36,000,000, susceptible ot 
llimitable expansion, according to the future 
requirements of the city.” 

The actual cost of the plants now in use is 
no criterion of the cost of a duplicate plant. 
The present plants undoubtedly cost much 
more than $6,000,000, but much of the outlay 
was the price of the war which they waged 
for supremacy. Included in that cost are 
hundreds of miles of mains which were never 
needed. There is today a complete system 
of mains extending to nearly all parts of the 
city which is not used at all. The public is 
now asked to pay interest not only on a vast 
amount of water but on capital which was 
invested only for the purpose of extortion. 

There is now before the council still an- 
other ordinance granting a charter. and 
those who believe that competition is a 
remedy for all commercial ills may see in 
this other ordinance freedom from the 
present troubles. The new Hyde Park com- 
pany, with its improved water gas system, 
promises to lead that section of the town 
into an era of cheaper gas than has ever 
been known. 55 

ALD. MADDEN’S RESOLUTION. 

J have no definite plan,” said Aid. Mad- 
den. My idea was that the money might be 
raised something in this way: ne city 
could issue certificates which would ve ac- 
cepted in payment for gas. If such an ar- 
rangement could be made I believe there 
would be notrouble in selling enough of these 
certificates to raise the funds to erect the 
plant. I know there is a large number of 
aldermen in favor of the city undertaking 
the manufacture of gas. My resolution may 
have been a little premature, but I believe 
we can find some way by which what we 
want can be brought about.”’

GAS MADE BY THE CITY, 


How the City of Philadelphia Has Solved 
the Gas Problem. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 19.—[ Special. |— 
The city of Philadelphia owns and operates 
the third largest gasworks in the worid, 
those in London and Paris being more exten- 
sive than the plant in this city. The munici- 
pallty has operated the works for the last 
fifty-four years and it has strictly guarded 
against the entrance into the field of any 
competing company, though many efforts 
have been made to getin. Until two years 
ago the works were operated by a board of 
twelve citizens known as trustees, who were 
elected by the councils. Since then the 
works have been under the control of the 
department of public works. The old gas 
trust was a sink of corruption and so power- 
ful in politics that the trustees ruled the city 
government and waxed rich, though they 
were supposed to give their services for 
nothing. 

In consequence of the glaring mismanage- 
ment of the works by the trustees it is im- 
possible for any one to tell what the works 
originally cost, but it is thought to have been 
about $15,000,000. It must be borne in mind 
that the works were wholly paid for out of 
the profits realized from year to year, and 
that they really cost the city nothing. When 
the city started, in 1835, to manufacture its 
own gas it issued bonds for the payment of 
the works, and the interest and bonds were 
paid off from year to year by the profits. 
Director Wagner of the department of pu b- 
lic works says they are worth about §30,000,- 
000 today. The works now yield an annu ai 
profit of $750,000 to the city. 

WANAMAKEK WANTHD A LEASE. 

Postmaster General John Wanamaker 
made an offer to lease the works in 1886 for 
twenty-five years, agreeing to pay an annual 
rental during the first five years of a sum 
equal to one-half of the profits, without de- 
ducting the cost of extensions and new im- 
provements, on which he agreed to spend 
$5,000,000 of his own money. For the re- 
maining twenty years be agreed to pay three- 
quarters of the net profits to the city. The 
annual payments were not to be less than 
$1,000,000 at any time to the city.

ONE OF GREAT BRITAIN’sS YOUNG LEG- 
ISLATORS ON A TOUR. 


Though His Time Is Limited He Will De- 
vote Several Days to Seeing Chicago— 
He Is Particularly Interested in the 
Fire Department, Which Excels That 
of London in Several Respects—Other 
Things That Impress Him—The World’s 
Fair. 


H. L. W. Lawson, member of parliament 
for Euston district, London, is at the 
Richelieu, accompanied by Mrs. Lawson, 
and will devote a few days to seemg the 
sigbts of Chicago. Mr. Lawson has only 
eight weeks to spare for his trip over the 
United States, and has already dope New 
York and Boston, so that as an energetic 
traveler and rapid sightscer he is quite up 
to the American standard and his views of 
the cities and people he has seen since land- 
ing ten days ago are worth noting. 

“I was immediately impressed with Chi- 
cago,“ he said. Its marvelous recovery 
from the fire of 1871 is one of the astonishing 
things of the age, and the energy and push 
of the people are noticeable after a visit to the 
eastern cities of older growth. One thing I 
especially noticed in comparison was the 
paving. This struck me as being far supe- 
rior to anything I had seen in the east. It 
seems to be so solid and durable. I have not 
had much time to look about yet, but was 
greatly interested in the fire department an 
the insurance patrol system. The equipmen 
and the work of the men are certainly wonder- 
ful. It is ahead of the London fire brigade, 
of which we are quite proud, in several re- 
spects. We have nc pompier corps, which I 
should imagine was a splendid adjunct to 
your system. Then the way in which the 
stations are connected by telegraph and any 
number of engines can be at once called to a 


London. 
this as I am a member of the county 
council and the fire brigade is 
under its authority. The Chicago fire 
department costs a great deai of money; 
in fact I should think at least 50 per cent 
more than the London brigade. The pay of 
the men alone is a large item, but I am 
bound to say that I think the Chicago de- 
partment is rather fasterin its work. Our 
men are all recruited from the navy and 
merchant marine, as their training makes 
them physically better adapted to the work. 
THINGS THAT IMPRESS HIM. 

There are other things in Cnicago that 
impress me, but I suppose they are old 
stories. The hotels are admirable 
and well conducted—rather better 1 
think than apy I have seen in 
this ‘country. The railway traveling 
is a pleasure.. This way of having one’s din- 
ner on the train is a great improvement. I 
must say it beats anything on tne other side, 
although there it is almost necessary to 
retain the old way of doing things, because 
of the different classes of passengers. What 
is known as caste in Engiand is still firm, 
and especially so on the railway trains. We 
have afew Pullman cars, but one can’t al- 
ways get one. Then the railway companies 
make most of their money out of the third 
class travel and tne transportation of goods, 
so it would not pay to make a change. 

I was greatly amused to learn that the 
area of Chicago was actuaily larger than 
London. With the usual western energy the 
neighboring towns and villages have been 
taken in and made a part of the city, so that 
there are now 175 square miles embraced in 
her Uumits. London only has 118 square miles, 
so you A much more prio ty 
cover. n gre wer in the old fash- 
joned way, — ied 
towns surroundug her: 
sorbed, but Chicago has faith in 
her growth and, believing it only a matter of 
time when the suburbs would be a part of 
her, took them in at once.” 

NEW YORK NOT AMERICA. 

„What is your opinion of Chicago as the 
place for the world’s fair in 1892?" was 
asked. 

Well, really, I am hardly able to answer 
that question. It would certainly seem 
arrogant in me, a foreigner, to express any 
preference as to cities for such an exhibition. 
Of course & great many English people 
imagine New York to be the capital 
of the United States and would naturaliy 
look for such a tremendous undertaking 
as the propased exhibition to be located in 
the principal city of the country, but I see 
by the papers that Chicago is making a great 
effort to secure it, and I am bound to say 
that if the people of other countries desire 
to see America while visiting the exhibituon 
then Chicago is the place for it; tor no one 
is foolish enough to believe that New York 
is America. I shall certainly come over if it 
is in Chicago, and I won't say 1 
shall not come if it is in ew 
York. 1 may say that Chicago is 
known in England as the great business 
heart of the western country, and since the 
great flre has gradually become known as 
one of thé marveis of the states. There are 
certainly plenty of sites here for such an ex- 
hibition, while New York, I understand, has 
only Central park.“ 

Mr. Lawson will visit Denver and San 
Francisco, returning east over the Northern 
Pacific railroad in time to catch one of the 
ocean racers and reach London within his 
allotted eight weeks. 


NO DOUBT THE BOAT WAS BLOWN UP. 


Two More Victims of the Pisaster on Lake 
Erie Float to the Shore. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 19.—-[Special. |—The 
remains of two more of the victims of the 
naphtha launch Leo were found on the lake 
shore, two miles apart, today. Five of the 
bodies of the unfortunate excursionists of 
Sunday are still missing. The bodies recovered 
today were those of S. E. Knight, a young 
tailor of Lorain, and Fred Pelow, who has 
been associated in the shipbuilding 
business with his father since reach- 
ing manhood. Both bodies were badly 
mutilated and the clothes worn by Pelow 
were scorched, confirming the belief that 
the prime cause of the disastrous loss of life 
was an explosion of the oil or boiler. 
Nearly all the stores at Lorain are 
closed, and people stand about the 
streets discussing the one topic, the 
awful disaster. Mrs. Ritter, the young wife 
of C. P. Ritter, whose body was vered 
yesterday, was overcome with grief, ad- 
vices from Lorain are that she is losing her 
mind. In support of this statement it is said 
that she imagines water is poison and refuses 
to allow any one to drink while she is about. 
Auother of the victims, Lawler, was alive 
when he struck the rocks. From the fact 
that both arms were broken it is argued 
that he threwup his arms, crossing them 
in front of his face in order to break 
the force of the biows, and that his arms 
were broken when they struck the rocks. It 
is also pointed out that the bioody clot under 
his eyes, evidently caused by striking the 
rock, shows that he was alive, as blood 
does not flow after death. There were 
but three life preservers on the yacht, and 
one of these, which had been cut or broken, 
has drifted to shore.

AMERICANS KILLED IN A RIOT, 


Reports of a Serious Outbreak on the Iel- 
and of Navaza, Near Harti. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 19.—[Special.]— 
The state department has received a cable 
dispatch from Consul Allen at Kingston, Ja- 
maica, saying that a riot occurred at Navaza, 
au island in the Caribbean sea, in which a 
number of Americans were killed. The con- 
sul says that at his request a British warship 
had left JjJampica for the scene immedi- 
ately upon receipt of the news of the trouble, 
The dispatch contained no further informa- 
tion. It ig learned at the navy department 
that the United States steamship Galena is 
now on het way to Navaza and will prob- 
ably arrive there tomorrow. She was at St. 
Nicholas Mole, Hayti, when news of the riot 
was receiyed at Washington, and was at 
once ordered to Navaza. This island is 
about 250 miles from Kingston and is known 
asa guano island. 

At the state department tonight it is given 

out that no additional news has been re- 
ceived concerning the riot at Navaza island. 
News of the arrival of the warship Galena is, 
however, Idoked for at auy hour. The mes- 
sage from Consul Ailen at Kingston, Jamaica, 
said many Americans had been killed. It is 
possible that the reports received by the 
consul were exaggerated. 
Navaza lies off the west coast of Hayti at 
the mouth of the Windward passage. It is 
in north latitude 18, 28, and west longi- 
tude 75 2. As the Mole St. Nicholas, where 
the Galena lay, is much nearer the island 
than Kingston it is probable that the Ameri- 
can citizens there will have the protection of 
the stars and ‘stripes before the British 
vessel reaches them. 

Navaza is one of hundreds of small 
islands which line the Windward passage, It 
is said that it has never been formally an- 
nexed by ahy nation, but as the American pop- 
ulation is the largest foreign element it has 
been looked upon as under the protection of 
If there should be any 
ques uon of jurisdiction a collision with Spain 
would be more likely than with any other 
country. But nothing of the kind is looked 
for. 

The Galena has been sent with orders to 
protect the rights of the citizens of the 
United States and this will be done. The 
native population of the island 1s a mixed 
one, like fin of the other West Indian 


islands, with negroes predominating. Span- 
ish is the language commoniy spoken. A 
Baltimore company works most of the guano 
beds and Gen. Ben Butler is reported to be 
interested/in another company that has large 
interests ih the island, 
_ BaLtimore, Md., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Navaza Phosphate company. composed of 
Baltimoreans, is the principal owner of the 
Nayaza island guano deposits. Messrs. 
Thomas M. Launahan and Walter B. McAtee, 
directors af the company, state that they 
have received no definite information in re- 
gard to the riot. They think it is only a

On her left hand the woman wore two 
rings, and on the inside of one of them were 
the letters M. A. D.“ The couple lay side 
by side, end blood from the man’s head had 
flowed over the woman’s neck and head. It 
was évidently a carefully planned affair, as 
a quiet, retired spot was chosen, and the 
heads rested on the woman’s shawl, which 
had been neatly folded. From the fact that 
they had no money the police think that they 
came to,the Detroit exposition determined to 
have a last good time together and then 
end their unhappy lives.

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HERMAN HA 
HAS SLEPT TWELVE YEARS. 
; ; — 

A Strange Case Which Pozzles the Doc- 
tors and Defies All Medical Remedies— 
How the Stupor First (ame Upon the 
Man and How It Has Grown Worse 
and Worse—A Singular and Interesting 
Phenomenon. 

Urica, Minn., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—This 
little village numbers among its residents a 
veritable Rip Van Winkle,a man who has 
been sleeping soundly nearly all the time for 
thelast twelve years. The story of this lat- 
ter day Rip is a strange one, and it never 

‘loses interest to the people of this valley. 

“The man is a German about 51 years of age, 


Herman Harms by name, Twelve years ago, 


in southwestern Illinois, Harms was troubled 
with fever and ague. While the fever was 
on him he lost his reason and was unable to 
recognize his friends. When the fever left 
him his mind was again restored, but each 
attack lett him weaker than before. The 
doctors advised that he go north, and in the 
spring of 1877 Harms with bis wife and fam- 
ily started north and settled on a farm at 
this place. As soon as he crossed the 
Mississippi his ague left bim and he 
grew better. For two or three years the 
family struggled along. Harms was sick a 
great part of the time. The fever returned; 
again he was delirious, and during all this 
period he slept. For a time he was an inmate 
of the insane asylum at Rochester, but he 
slept, and no skill of physicians could rouse 
him. Eight vears ago, suddenly and with no 
apparent reason for it, he rose from his bed 
full of energy, seeming to wish to make up 
for the time he had lost. Then there was 
great rejoicing in the household. It seemed 
as if he had risen from the dead. All sum- 
mer he worked in the harvest field; he did a 
man’s work, weak as he was, and it seemed 
as if he was forever free from the demon of 
sleep that bad laid its heavy hand upon him. 
This continued for three years. 

A LONG SLEEP. 

The 12th of May, 1884, Harms ate his morn- 
ing meal as usual. Suddeniy he felt the 
drowsiness coming over bim. A sense of 
heaviness distilled itself through his whole 
body. He put down the cup that he held in 
his hands, rose, and cast himself heavily 
upon tne bed. Almost before he touched ne 
bed he was asleep. For three years he 
slumbered. He did not move; nothing could 
wake him. Doctors were summoned from 
near and far. They came in curiosity to see 
him. One of them prescribedtonics. Harms 
was filied with iron. It did not have the 
slightest effect upon him Another pre- 
scribed strychnine. But Harms was invul- 
nerable. One doctor prescribed a sort of 
alkali water that nad to be brought from 
Washington territory. Theytried it. Harms 


} still slept. 


The most curious thing about this mysteri- 
ous man is that during this period of three 
years Harms awoke every nightof his own 
accord about 12 o’clock, arose famished, ate 
his papper, and went back to bed. Once 
every day this strange man emerged from 
oblivion, entered tor a few moments into the 
old family life, and then slipped away again. 
Harms’ wife, knowing the hours that he was 
to wake, would sit up and watch and have 
his meal prepared for him. Sometimes she 
would keep the children awake to watch for 
the return of their father. Sometimes his 
friends would cali and wait for one of his 
furtive visits to earth again. In this way he 
kept up his intercourse with the world, man- 
aged to keep pace with the times, and learned 
in a general way what Was going on about 
hi 


m, 

At the end of the three years Harms again 
arose from his bed but his limbs had grown 
weak with continued disuse. He was merely 
able to totter about the house in a feeble sort 
of way and in constant fear that sleep would 
again overtake him. A few months only he 
was in this condition and then one day the 
demon that had pursued him for so many 
years appeared suddenly while he Was in 
couversation with bis wife. Again he felt 
the stupor come upon him; his eyes grew 
heavy, his limbs leaden and he sunk down 
under the weight of sleep. This time he has 
been asleep for nearly two years, but he does 
not awake inthe way he formerly did. He 
cannot rise in bed and it is plain that he is 
gradually sinking. Now he awakes only 
when he is awakened. He eats nothing but 
bread, milk, and coffee; sometimes a few 
eggs. He reniembers perfectly, his wife 
says, things that happened years before—ali 
the years before the twelve in which he has 
been sick he remembers as plainly as yester- 


day. 
DR. CLARK’S THEORY. 
Dr. Clark of St. Charies is the man who 


‘knows more than any one else what is the 


trouble with Harms, and he confesses that 
he is completely puzzled. He has an idea 
that Harms is suffering froma gradual soft- 
ening of the brain, and that the disease is 
nervous in its general character, 

„This sleep, as near as I can make out.“ 
said Dr. Clark, is a dreamless one, and I do 
not think he is in a trance, because his 
respiratory and digestive organs—jn fact all 
the unconscious activities of his body seem to 
bein good order. Practically he is dead. 
He had these spells in Illinois. No, there is 
not the slightest doubtabout the authenticity 
of the case. : 

It has been suggested that Harms isin a 
hypnotic condition ; that while his body sleeps 
his wind is uvmg another life. A littie girl 
in France two years ago was dull and stupid 
during the day, but atnight when she was 
asleep she sang and conversed beautifully. 
This theory might explain Harms’ case if 
there was any reason to believe that he was 
troubled with dreams. 

One of the sons, discouraged, committed 
suicide a few weeks ago. The wife says she 
is dying from lonesomeness. 


END OF THE INDIANA MINERS’ STRIKE 


Men at Work in Nearly All the Mines at 
the Reduced Wage. 

Brazit, Ind., Sept. 19.— Special.] — The 
strike of the Indiana block coal miners is 
near itsend. For two or more weeks past 
“blacklegging’’ in the different mines has 
increased until now fifty-five are at work in 
the Jumbo mine at Knightsville, fourteen in 
No. 10, sixteen in No. S8, twelve in the Nickel 
Plate, and eight in Crawford’s, all at the 
operators“ reduction from 853 and 90 to 70 
cents. Today No. 8 miners voted unani- 
mously to go to work next Monday. No. 8 
has a capacity of 200 men. Perhaps 150 of 
their number are yet at the mines, notwith- 
standing five months’ idleness. The terms 
are that the operators remit all rents during 
the strike, reauce rents correspondingly to 
the reduction in mining, furnish powder at 
$2a keg, 25 per cent reducuon of coal for 
miners’ use, also 25 per cent reduction in 
pick sharpening.. Meanwhile the executive 
committee has called meetings for tomorrow 
at Cardonia and Harmony to take action ia 
reference to biacklegging. Nearly 20 per 
cent of their number were biacklegging be- 
fore the No. 8 miners determined to go to 
work. To offset this the committee issued a 
permit last week for ali operators to start 
who would pay last year’s scale but did not 
wish to sign tue yearly scale. Tais failed.

Peoria Makiug Great Preparations—All Pre- 
vious Exiibitions to Be Eclipsed, 

Peorra, III., Sept. 19.— [Special. — The 
state fair grounds here are beginaing to look 
almost as though a fair was in progress. 
Not much live stock is as yet on the grounds, 
but machinery and heavy inanimate objects 
of all kinds are arriving by almost every in- 
coming train. Exhibiters were busy all day 
today placing their articles in position. By 
Sunday night everything will be in ship 
shape. The fa:r grounds are now a sort of 
Mecca for Peoria pilgrims, ana today the 
grounds literally swarmed with visitors 
from the city. 

Men arein attendance here at the races

The facilities for reaching the grounds are 
such that the whole city could be emptied 
into the fair grounds in less than an hour.

The Cause of Hostility in Certain Quarters 

to Commissioners Senne and Cool. 
It is reported that the hostility of certain coun- 
ty employés to Commissioner Senne also ex- 
tends to Commissioner Cool, one of the most use- 
ful, intelligent, and energetic members of the 
county board. As the story goes a combination 
has been formed in which certain county deputy 
sheriffs are concerned to “lay ou both the 
commissioners in the Republican county conven- 
tion, if one is called. This it is claimed will be 
an easy matter. as the selection of the candidates 
will be left to the county delegates, who will be 
quite limited in number this year. A combina- 
tion of the Evanston delegates with those from 
Calumet and Worth would be sufficient for this 
purpose. 1 948 Struckman of Hanover, an ex- 
member ot the slature and now an employé in 
the recorder’s office, is the person who is to be 
pitted by the combination against Mr. Senne, not 
only for commissioner but also for president of 
the the county board. Mr. Struckman 1s 
a good enough clerk, but it is ridicu- 
lous to talk of him for president of the 
board, Mr. Senne has deen a -° faith- 
ful presiding officer and an excellent commis- 
sioner. The selection of Mr. Struckman to suc- 
ceed him would be a bid for defeat in the Novem- 
ber election. 

Mr. Senne's sin in the eyes of those constitut- 
ing the combination is his opposition to an un- 
warranted increase of deputy sheriffs and clerks 
in the various departments of the county.

Cahill’s Large Grocery Store at Peru, III., 
Barned—Other Heavy Lo«ses.

TKL CLERGY AND THE SUNDAY SALOONS. 
The senior Democratic organ, the Times, 
seems to think that this paper is inconsistent 
because it reprimands the Pope and Cardinal 
Gibbons for trying to intertere with the free 
Italians who were erbcting a statue to Bruno 
and at the same time saving that the Roman 
Catholic priests of this city are dog noth- 
ing to secure the forcible closing of the sa- 
loons Sunday. If the Times bad taken the 
pains to understand the position of Tar Tris- 
UNE regarding the last of these questions it 
would not have jumped at the incorrect con- 
clusion that this paper wanted the priests to 
plunge into politics and to run the affairs of 
this or any other municipality. 

The Times may Lave noticed that the pres- 
ent warfare on Mayor Cregier because he 
will not stop the sale of liquor Sunday is al- 
most purely a clerical one. The meetings 
are held in churches, the speakers are nearly 
always viericals, and the listeners are most- 


“ly church members. The fact that it is a 


clerical warfare was recognized by one ct 
the speakers who was not a clergyman, but 
a lay brand snatched from the burning—ex- 
Ald. Young. He said that “if all the 
churches would unite they would be sure of 
victory.” Then it was Tun Trisvne 
suid that if that was the plan Uf cam- 
paign it was essential that the most -impor- 
tant church the puritan ministers could en- 
list in the holy crusade with them would be 
the great Catholic church of Chicago, which 
towers up line an elephant among the re- 
lizgious denominations of the city. It seid an 
alliance should aiso be formed with the pow- 
erful Lutheran church, and with tne pumer- 
icaliy weak very but influential Episcopalians, 
and with the liberal sects which are outside 
the pale of puritan orthodoxy. The Method- 
ist divine should be willmg to go forth to 
battle with a Catholic priest on one side of 
him and. a Universalist minister on the 
other. When that union of forces took 
place there would be, it said, great hope of 
victory for a clerical anti-Sunday liquor 
drinking campaign—and not till then. All 
this was sound, sensible, and eer inns ad- 
vice. 

Attention was also called to the fact that 
neither the Catholics nor the Lutherans had 
as yet shown many signs of a readiness to 


engage in such a clerical contest for jhe sup- 


pression of the sale of liquor on the first day 
of the week. One paper has sought to prove 
the contrary, but has utteriy failed and has 
shut up its moutb. Nor—Tue TRIisvuNe is 
pained to say 1t—does there seem to be much 
hankering en the part of those American 
Protestant ministers who are at present 
carrying on an unequal battle to ask for the 
aid of the Roman Catholic priests, or to raise 
a Macedonian cry to the Unitarians Uni- 
may be 
that religious prejudices still weigh with 
them, and that they would rather see the 
sale of “liquid damnation” going on un- 
checked the first day of the week, called 
Sunday, than to have it stopped by men who 
believe in transubdstantiation and the infall- 
bility of the Pope! or the final salvation in 
heaven of the entire human race. Perhaps 
they would rather roast those who teach such 
heresies than shut up the saloons on any day. 

Tun TRIBUNE reiterates its assertion that

with the powerful Catholic church and the 
Lutheran church and the liberal churches 
left out wouid be like a war to put down 
the great southern rebellien conducted by 
the New England states alone. Their inten- 
tions would be excellent, but they would not 
have the men to do the job. The puritau 
ministers tried it without Catholic aid in 
1878, and experienced a sorrowful outcome. 


THE IOWA DEMOCRATS. 

Displaying again their persistent desire to 
march in the leadership of a renegade Repub- 
lican the managing Democrats in Iowa have 
made Horace Boies of Waterloo their candi- 
date for Governor. Boies is a respectable 
citizen of good ability, and was formerly an 
earnest national Republican, but flew the 
track a few years ago after becoming dis- 
gruntied on account of the prohibition ex- 
periment in Iowa and because he could not 
agree with Republicans as to the percentage 
of duties which should be levied on imported 
goods. For these reasons he betook himself 
to state sovereignty right of secession and 
the support of Cleveland and the Mills free 
Whisky bill. He found solace in supporting 
the state sovereignty doctrine and in the 
prospect that if Cleveland could get a second 
term, which would have led to control of 
Congress and the supreme, court, he could 
notonly go on appointing rebels to office but 
could proceed to upset the national rulings of 
the supreme bench, repeal Republican legisia- 
tion, and enact measures to bourbonize the 
government thoroughly. Mr. Boies’ expecta- 
tions were not realized, but he is not without 
reward, and as an apostate Republican is se- 
lected to lead the Iowa bourbons. 

There is nothing in the experience of the 
Iowa Democrats which justifies the policy of 
the managers in appointing renegade Repub- 
licans to lead then. Their best fights have 
been made when they adopted unadulterated 
bourbon piatforms and nominated rank and 
malevolent copperheads. Four years ago 
they had in Whiting an ideal Democratic 
candidate who had been a slaveowner in 
Alabama but solid his bondmen and went to 
Iowa, where be speedily established a repu- 
tation as an uncompromising bourbon. A 
number of his neighbors gave bim a certitfi- 
cate of character reciting that he had been 
known as “a bitter copperhead, intensely 
opposed to the war and to the efforts of the 
government to put down the rebellion,” and 
had at one time expressed the hope that “no 
man whe went into the infernal abolition 
war would come out alive.” Atter selecting 
Whiting the Democrats put him on a virtual 
free whisky platform which opposed local 
option, put an arbitrary limit to the amount 
of license tax to be exacted of saloons, and 
provided that dramshops could be established 
in any community, no matter how great a 
majority might be opposed to them. The 
platform proposed to legalize the liquor traf. 
fic on every foot of Iowa soil and give it the 
right to exist inevery community irrespect- 
ive of the will of the people immediately con- 
cerned. With thorough bourbonism in the per- 
sonality of the candidate and in the platform 
the lowa Democrats piled up an astonishing 
vote and came nearer success than aay time 
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nothing if not unterrited.“ They cau 
work up little enthusiasm for a faded ant | 
date or a washed out platform. This year, 
thanks th their managers, the Iowa Demo- 
crats haye both, The candidate is an ex- 
Republican and ex-nationalist and a Demo- 
crat of — record, and selected solely be- 
cause of his disgruntled state of mind as to 
tariff no ntages and the local prohibitory 
experiment now being made by the Iowa Re- 
pubilicang. The Iowa. Democratic platform 
this year abjectly recants previous doctrine 
and recognizes the principle of local option, 
and admits that communities may make the 
license tax as high as they see fit. The man- 
agers may think this politic, but there is 
nothing ip it to arouse genuine Democratic 
enthusiasm. Boies may draw a few rene- 
gade Kepublicans after him, but the Iowa 
mossbucks will grow cold and indifferent 

when they think of Whiting and the saloon 
legalizing platform of 1885. Imitation Repub- 
lican candidates and policies are not to their 
taste. 


THE COUNCIL CANNOT SETTLE IT. 

At a meeting of the executive committee 
of the sgcalled Sabbath (Sunday) School as- 
sociation of this state held this week, the 
Rev. E. C. Mandeville presiding, the follow- 
ing resolution, probably drawn by the cler- 
ical gentlꝰman, was adopted: 
ng (cance the great evil of Sabbath break- 


L cannot be divided, but stands or falls to- 
1 er e believe that if the railways, news- 
papers, reetcars, stores, and shops are open 
on the Sabbuth [Saturday is the Sabbath of the 
Bible], it is small gain to close the liquor shops, 
though Wwe approve of this, We trust that our 
ministers Will demand what God nas ordained [7] 
and not at they guess can be secured, 


This rajsés the question as to what God 
has ordained,” and remits the closing or re- 
straint of the saloons Sunday to the domain 
of theology. There are, as is well known, 
differences of opinion of long standing, and 
which do net seem to be in a way to be set- 
tied, as to what God has ordained, which 
divide sharply large and respectable re- 
ligious denominations. Thus the Baptists 
hold that God has ordained immersion. 
Nearly ail of the other churches deny this, 
and maiptain the validity of infant baptism 
and of sprinkling and pouring. One church 
believes that God ordained many sacraments; 
another holds toa smaller number. Luther 
believed that God ordained one way of spend- 
ing Sunday. The Puritans believed that he 
had ordpined quite, a different fashion. 

Luther was not as strict as Calvin, nor Cal- 
vin as Kox, nor Knox as the later divines 
of New England. There is a tradition that 
when Knox called on Calyin at Geneva one 
Sunday afternoon after church services he 
found bim rolling ten pins, Who is to decide 
between these different and most respectable 
opinions jas to What God has ordained’’ 
about thd first day of the week called Sun- 
day or tne day of the sun? The Chicago city 
couneil? | But that body cannot settie re- 
ligious ateputes ordogmas. Itcan no more 
decide batween Luther and Knox than be- 
tween trünsubstantiation and consubstantia- 
tion. 

It remains, therefore, for each creed to 
teach from the pulpit the doctrine which it 
holds and to make all the converts thereto it 
can. It it converts the world its views will 
need no legal sanction. If it converts the 
majority it can secure what legislation it is 
determined to impose on the minority of citi- 
zens. It is true that the founders of the 
colony of New Haven decided that they could 
not make better laws than God had made for 
them, fot which reason they reénacted the 
books of Exodus and Deuteronomy, and even 
abolished jury tmals because there was no 
mention of them in the laws of Moses. 80 
long as nearly all the New England colonists 
were of que mind this worked well enough, 
but it was not long before differences of 
opinion arose and the common law of Eu- 
gland supplanted that of Moses. The so- 
called abbath (Sunday) School associa- 
tion will find it useless to ask either the 
council or the legisiature to enact and en- 
force by the courts and constables 
what it believes God has ordained. 
Its field is to teach the young who 
are intrusted to its care those religious and 
moral doctrines to which it holds. Had it 
taught them more thoroughly in the past it 
is possible that there woula not now be so 
many young men whose eyes have not been 
opened ti the sinfulnegs of drinking beer 
Sunday or of reading a newspaper or riding 
on a streptcar that day. 

But if the Sunday school people will put 
the restricting of the sale of liquor Sunday 
and riding on streetcars and reading 
papers of the ground of expediency, or that 
it will he a public benefit te stop them 
by law, appealing to public policy rather 
than to Deuteronomy, end if the Catholic 
church, whose creed is held by thirty-six or 
a majority of ali the Chicago aldermen, will 
unite with them there is little doubt they 
can get local legislation which will interfere 
with the habits and customs of tensof thou- 
sands of citizens. But they must not try to 
mix up church and state and make the state 
subordinate to the church. 


REDUCTION or RAILROAD Bi RATES, 

The claim put forth in certain quarters 
that since the adoption ef the interstate 
act railrgad rates have been lowered only in 
particular sections or exceptional cases ana 
on the whole shippers are paying as much as 
before ig effectually disproved by Poor’s 
„Railroad Manual for 1888. which gives the 
official statistics bearmg on the matter. In 
1887 the railroads of the country had a ton- 
nage mileage amounting to 61,561,069,996, for 
moving which they received $636,666,228. In 
1888 the tonnage mileage was 70,423,005, 988, 
which produced a revenue of $639,200,723, 
These figures for the country at large show 
a reduction per ton per mile from 1.084 cents 
to 0.907 cent, and justify Poor's statement that 
had tn@ rates received in 1887 prevailed in 
1888 the difference of about 1½ mills per ton 
per mile would have given the railroads an 
increased revenue of $89,189,819, sufficient to 
pay more than 2 ber cent upon the total 
amount of capital stock outstanding at the 
end of 1988.” It is as true of the $39,000,000 
alluded to as of previous reduc tions spoken 
of by Poor that the sums lost to the rail- 
roads have been a corresponding saving to 
the public at large.“ 

In the west the reductions are considera- 
bly greater than the average for the country 
atlarge. Poor gives a table showing that on 
six leading western trunk lines, including 
the Illingis Central, the Alton, the Burling- 
ton, the Rock Island, the Northwestern, and 
the St. Paul, the average rate per ton per 
mile in 1986 was 1.111, which fell to 0.934 in 
1883—the lowest ever known. In 1886 these 
lines cartied 35,690,547 tons, for which they 
received $75,667, 342. while in 1888 they moved 
41,767,204 tons and received for the service 
$74,429, orb. When the tonnage mileage is 
taken into consideration the reduction on 
these roads is shown to be about a half mill 
per ton per mile greater than the average 
throughout the country. 

It would be misieading to ascribe these re- 
auctions of rates solely to the operation of 
the interstate act, since that measure has 
been enforced in a manner not so much to 
compel a lowering of charges as to prevent 
such benefits being extended only to favored 
places or shippers. When the raiiroads them- 
selves have determined to luwer rates the

to do felt all along the line of a railroad, 
i not limited to a few places, it would seem 
caloulated to maintain rather than force 
down rates, but fortunately that measure 
Save greater freedom to competition and 
made it the regulator, Hates have been re- 
chiefly because of the competition be- 
tween railroads io a field where there was 
not enough traffic for all at high rates, and 
the principal effect of the interstate act has 
been to require an equitable allotment of 
such benefits as between both persons and 
places. The interstate: act is benefiting the 
public not only through its tendency to se- 
cure lower and equalized rates but. because 
the readjustments which it requires are 
making it to the interest of eastern manu- 
facturers to move west and get nearer their 
customers. Deprivedof rebates and inequi- 
table long haul rates manufacturers must 
plant themselves nearer consumers and get 
the advantages of short hauls. 


THE WORLD'S WHEAT SUPPLY. 

Probably in no recent year hus there been 
such a wide diversity of opinion in regard to 
the relation between the supply of wheat 
and the requirements as that which attended 
the closing of our latest crop year. A partial 
failure in Russia and India and several 
recent wheat shipments from California to 
Australia and from our Atlantic ports to 
South America were extensively cited as 
reasons for the belief that there woulda not be 
whe&t enough to go round, especially as stocks 
in this country were reduced to a minimum 
at the beginning of our lastbarvest. On the 
other band it was claimed that Russia is full 
of old wheat, and that the holders 
of it were the men who sent out re- 
ports of crop failure in that country in 
the hope of selling their reserves at high 
prices. The reports to the Vienna confer- 
ence of nearly a month ago were looked for- 
ward to with great interest as likely to settle 
the much disputed question, but the figures 
furnished met with such a broad range of 
interpretation as to leave the matter still 
open. A few consular reports received by 
the department in Washington agree in stat- 
ing that the wheat crop is deficient in sev- 
eral countries of the old world,’ but even 
these have not carried conviction to the 
trade. The great mass of operators in the 
United States appear to be stili in doubt as 
to the quantity of wheat available for con- 
sumption during the next ten months, but 
most of them incline to the idea that the sup- 
* much exceeds the probable demand. 

he latest received issue of Beerbohm’s 
“Corn Trade List” contains a long and ap- 
parentiy careful summary of the facts in 
the situation. The statement credits Russia 
with about 32,000,000 bushels surplus of old 
whegt, and India with the ability to export 
24,000,000, but allows a probable surplus of 
6,000,000 in Australasia, Chill, and the Argen- 
tine Republic which it does not seem here 1s 
likely to be verified. But with this allow- 
ance it places the wants of importing coun- 
tries at 250,000,000, while the total of export- 
able surplus is estimated at 244,000,000 bush- 
els. The two sets ef figures are so nearly 
equal that the difference may be easily ex- 
ceeded by an error in the detailed estimates, 
but the qfantity is not on the side of excess. 
Admitting the statement to de an 
exact one the conclusion must de 
drawn that stocks will have been 
reduced to almosta dangerousiy lew point 
by the time our next harvest begins, as the 
reserves of ‘old wheat in this country were 
neariy down to zero in July, and the visible 
supply has not increased much by the subse- 
quently liberal movement of new grain to 
market. The fact appears to be that a large 
part of our latest crop of winter wheat has 
already been absorbed by interior millers, 
many of whom had big orders for flour to ex- 
port, and that operators here and at the sea- 
board have widely miscalculated the magni- 
tude of deliveries made up to date. Of course 
the great bulk of the spring wheat of the 
northwest has yet to be moved, and the two 
will furnish an exportable surplus of nearly 
150,000,000 bushels, most of which will proba- 
bly go abroad in the shape of flour. 

The question is one of exceeding impor- 
tance to producers in the west, and all the 
more so as the wheat crop is about the only 
one on which it seems possible fer the farm- 
er to realize good prices during the current 
crop year. His corn and oats are selling at 
to him fearfully low figures, his hogs prom- 
ise to be cheap tLe coming winter, and the 
quotations for other live stock are down to 
the minimum of many years past. There ia 
some reason to think that the wheat sippiy 
is not so large as to forbid an appreciation 
in values after the rush of spring grades to 
market is over, and that perhaps the north- 
west will not pour out its treasures in such 
volume as to fill the pockets of the men who 
have sold the crop short in anticipation of an 
avalanche of offerings, It would de a grand 
thing for the producers of tne section re- 
ferred to if the heavy losses of last year on 
their wheat lands should be made amends 
for by the obtaining of good prices on the 
grain they have now for sale, while their in- 
creased ability to buy would benefit the com- 
merce and man ufactures of the whole coun- 
try. 
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Tun Rev. H. S. Taylor of, the Normal Park 
Baptist church writes thus to a Democratic 
city paper: 


But the issue ison. There is now no 8 
anarchy terror before the le, and they are 
pressing for a settlement of this Suuday saloon 
question. Many of us approve of Mayor Cregier 
as far as he has gone in this matter, but we 
dread lest he should stop short with some 
abortive tinkering at the surface of the evil—a 
mere sop to Cerberus. We do not believe that 
drawn blinds and closed doors will help us much. 
We want the Sunday saloon really closed. 
Protestants want it, Catholics want it, and the 
better sort of liquor sellers want it. The issue is 
on and will grow. and I believe that Mayor 
Cregier has now before him at once a duty and 
an Opportunity, 


The writer should have stated more pre- 


cisely the progress which Mayor Cregier has 


made so that those ministers wholive in the old 
city might be comforted thereby, and that the 
News, which has his written pledge to stop the 
sale of liquor altogether, and the 7,000 
“scratchers’’. who put faith in that pledge 
might renew their waning faith.

THE COST OF PRODUCTION. 

The gas is manufactured from bituminous 
coal, The maximum daily production is 
15,000,000 feet per day and the average is 
10,000,000 feet. The production Tuesday was 
7,500,000 feet. The cost of production last 
year was 66 cents per 1,000 feet, less 15 cents 
per 1,000 feet obtained from the sale of 
residuals. The costof the gas delivered to 
consumers is about 90 cents per 1.000 feet. 
ane: charge to consumers is $1.50 per 1,000 
There are four separate works located in 
remote parts of the city, but ali are connect- 
ed by pipes and gas has been sent from one 
to another. The total production last year 
was 3.209, 874. 000 feet, of which 565,901,981 feet 
were supplied to tne 11 gratis for public 
lighting. The value of the gas thus supplied 
to the city free of cost was $304. 237. 12. ere 
are something like 23,000 public street lamps 
lighted every night for which the depart- 
ment does not receive a pesny. The gross 
profits for 1888 were $7§1,012.80, an increase 
of $96,655.90 over the preceding ear, but 
$250,000 of this sum was expended for exten- 
sions. Notwithstandmg the fact that 
$3,000,000 has been spent for extensions this 
year the net profits will be tully $750,000, ac- 
cording to the statement of the director of 
public works. 

The improvements in the management of 
the works under the new Bullitt bill charter, 
or since the works passed out of the hands 
of the old board of trustees, have been 60 
many that where 3,500 men were employed 
two years ago 1,200 hands are now employed. 
The maximum capacity of the works is 20,- 
000,000 feet per day. leakage has always 
been heavy bevause of the poor quality of 
the pipes and mains laid during the days of 
the old trust. The leakage for 1888 amount- 
ed to 12.87 srt cent of the whole production. 
That supplied to the city free for public 
lighting was 14.65 per cent of the whole pro- 
cuction. The amount of coal carbonized in 
1888 was 673,748,735 pounds. 

Until this year there were many complaints 
about the msufficient supply of gas, but the 
introduction of a water gas plant at the 
Twenty-fifth ward works with a capacity of 
3,000, 000 feet per day has removed in a large 
part the cause of these complaints. The 
plant was supplied by tne Philadelphia Gas 
Improvement company, and the city con- 
tracted to pay the company 37 cents per 1,000 
feet delivered in the city’s holders. This 

has been supplied since last February 
and is mixed with the coal gas. It is manu- 
facturea by the Hanlar Leadley improved 
apparatus. It has given satisfaction, but, 
though the chief engineer of the works 
thinks well of it, he unquestionably prefers 
coal gas, as he says it is the most reiiaple 
process.

SHIPMENTS DOES NOT COME, 


Hopes of Vesselmen Are Unfulfilled—W. 
M. Egan in Detroit Figuring on Rats- 
ing the Sunken Steamship F. D. Ar- 
mour-—Appraisers of the Marion Ap- 
pointed at Milwaukee — Small Grain 
Vessels May Be Tied Up—A Southwest 
Gale on Lake Michigan. 


BUFFALO, N. V., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—There 
is still considerable uncertainty as to the fall de- 
mand for coal by lake. Vesselmen and some 
shippers have looked for a heavy trade late in 
the season, but the brisk demand is. to ali ap- 

arances, as far away as ever. Mr. Thomas 

u, agent of the nosylvania Coal com- 
pany, has just returned from the northwest. He 
does not predict any material stir in shipments. 
Lower lake ports are refusing to take coal in 
any amount, and the outlook is not encouraging 
to vessels. 

ere was today fittle demand for coal ton- 

but vessels were plenty and shippers talked 
of fo ower rates for Lake Superior charters, The 
Livingstone will get only 400 or 500 tons, which 
sbe will carry on deck as ballast. . 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 19.—A good demand for 
vessels was reported today, though the number 
of charters was not large. There was a little 
special call for coal carriers to one or two ports 
at better prices than recently paid, but rates 
generally are unchanged for either coal or ore 
carriers. 


The supply of vesselroom ready to load was 
limited yesterday. Shippers did not want many 
boats. These two factors evened themselves up, 
and rates were steady at 2% cents for corn reg 
ular,”’ and 2% cents from the Santa Fé elevator. 
The little that is done for Owen sound, the only 
open port on Georgian bay, is at 2 cents on corn 
and 1% cents on oats. Erie canal forwarders are 
still freely taking grain to arrive at 5% cents on 
wheat and 5% cents on corn, these figures in- 
cluding all Buffalo charges. 


It Will Be a Big Job.

Mr. Egan does not expectto leave for some 
days, and, while he will in no hurry to let the 
contract for raising the vessel, expects to close 
one before going back to Chicago.

Some of them began figuring on tying up, and 
went to their insurance agents to find out how 
much rebate would be given for October and 
Novemoper not used. They were told 40 per cent. 
Whether or not boats will tie up at the end of the 
month depends upon the condition of lumber and 
cedar freights.

there is no rotten, sliding rock; there is no en- 
demic pestilences; there is a stiff trade breeze 
the year round to muintain health and comfort: 
there is a prior knowledge from detail surveys of 
just what is to be done, Which was wholly lack- 
ing at Panama: there is the advantage of all the 
experience gained at Panama, and of an official 
base“ on taois side of the ocean instead ef on the 
other side; and there is the practical certainty 
of far better management. ese are enormous 


advantages, ana it therefore seems to us that no 


reasonable Gan cen doubt, first, that the canal 
can be built for $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 at the 
most, and, s¢condly, that it will be exccedingly 
profitable even at that rate.

The annual report of the acting commis- 
sioner of the general land office, William M. 
Stone, has been submitted to the Secretary 
of the Interior. In opening his report tne 
commissioner refers to the accumuiation of 
business in the office which has been left 
over from the former administration ana 
which was partly due to the increased work 
of the local land offices. Commenting on 
Sparks’ unfortunate aad unwarranted suspi- 
cions that a widespread system of fraud pre- 
vailed and Mr. Spark$’ asseruon that the 
proportion of fraudulent filings to the total 
number of filmgs, made and relinquished, 
may be estimated in round numbers at 100 
per cent,” Mr. Stone says: This whole- 
sale arraignment of claimants on the public 


domain should not have been made without 


the most conclusive evidence to sustain it.“ 

The report goes on to say no general mis- 
conduct on the part of the western settlers 
has been found. During the year 70,141 agri- 
cultura? patents were issued covering 11,7¥1,- 
119 acres of land, an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of more than 3,000,000 acres. 

Tne report refers to. the unsettled condi- 
uon of private land claims in New Mexico 
and Arizona, and the urgent need of congres- 
sional action to settle the titles in these ter- 
ritories. Referring to the act of March 3, 
1887, which authorizes the Secretary of the 
Interior to adjust each of the railroad grants, 
and if any have been erroneously certified or 
patented to commence proceedings to cancel 
them, the report states that of the pending 
selections 21,660,846 acres have been sus- 
pended awaiting the action of Congress. 

The report recommends the repeai of all 
laws relating to public timber and an enact- 
ment of a general law, plain, concise, and 
unmistakabie in its meaning. Fewer traud- 
ulent entries Lave been madeduring the year 
than formany years past, owing to the in- 
creased vigilance, but several cases are men- 
tioned in the report where syndicates sought 
to obtain coal lands by fraudulent means, 
and in one case, had they succeeded, the 
commission alone would have amounted to 
$550,000. 


The opening of Oklahoma is referred to as 
the most important event for several years in 
the administration of the land office. 


Secretary Windom has decided that in the 
purchase of silver for coinage into standard 
silver dollars he will hereatter accept the 
lowest offers for the amount required, pro- 
vided the price is within the market rate as 
required by law. This reverses the practice 
of the department under the last admunistra- 
uon of making counter offers, and is a return 
to the practice which prevailed prior to 1885. 
The change in the practice is said to be due 
to representations by bankers and others 
that the practice of making counter offers 
was in effect an attempt by the government 
to bear the siiver market by forcing down 
the market rate. Secretary Windom, in 
speaking of the matter this afternoon, said 
— his action meant nothing more than a 
peared onthe surface, and was not to be 
understood as indicating any change in the 
policy of the adminis on in the matter of 
the coinage of silver... 


Representative Mason divided his time to- 
day between the treasury department and 
the’ government printing Office.

The Englewood Normal School. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 18 -[ Editor of The Tripune. ]— 
The county board will do well to seriously con- 
sider the proposition made by L. W. Beck in 
reference to the normal school grounds at En- 
glewood. This land was granted to the county 
about twenty years ago on condition that a nor- 
mal school should be maintained thereon. This 
Was an expensive gift to the county. It has cost 
at the rate of from $25.000 to $60,000 every year 
since. It has haa little appreciable effect in in 
creasing the efficiency of the teach force of 
the county. Now that the greater portion of the 
county is part of the city, and that which lies 
outside the limits is but a thinly populated verge 
of rural country, there does not seem to be any 
necessity for maintaining the Englewood normal 
school atall, Mr. Beck proposes at this time to 
cede about nine acres of the Normal school lot 
unconditionally to the county if about an acre of 
the original grant is deeded back to him. The 
land is valuable. It might be maintained for 
common school purposesnot normal school 
purposes. Some of the county institutions might 
be located on it. If the existing conditions are 
maintained they will amount to a drain of from 
$25,000 to $50,000 on the county treasury for years 
tocome. Mr. Beck’s proposition is under all the 
circumstances a matter for full, falr, and 
thougutful consideration. EDUCATOR.
